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Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 8/04/2005 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

2. Applicant asserts on page 9: 

For the reasons mentioned above, Applicants submit that if the invention 
of Montgomery in view of Iwamida were modified by the teaching of 
Enqelke , the result would be a device that has a bypass switch that 
enables and disables the processing and display of text. Speech 
recognition, especially for an ongoing call, would remain unaffected by the 
bypass switch. 

As stated in the previous rejections of claims 1 and 5 (6/17/2005), Montgomery in 
view of Iwamida teaches the use of a speech translator for the deaf with a speech 
recognition unit (Montgomery, Fig. 3, item 5, n.b. the recognition unit is within the device 
and operates in parallel to phone), and Engelke discloses a similar application (a 
telephone with text processing circuitry) where the text processing circuitry can be 
bypassed (Fig. 1, item 40, col. 4, lines 57-62) with the motivation to combine being that 
when the additional circuitry is not required by a normal hearing person this circuitry can 
be bypassed to conserve power.
